Remarks 



Claims 41-59 are now pending in this application. Applicant has presented new claims 
41-59 and canceled claims 19-40 to clarify the present invention. Applicant respectfully requests 
favorable reconsideration of this application. 

The Examiner indicated that claims 26, 32, 33, and 36-40 recite allowable subject matter. 
Applicants have amended the claims to present independent claims reciting the subject matter 
indicated to be allowable by the Examiner. Along these lines, new claim 40 recites subject 
matter from claims 19 and 26; new claim 52 recites subject matter from 19 and 32; new claim 53 
recites subject matter from claims 19 and 33; new claim 54 recites subject matter of claims 34 
and 36; new claim 56 recites subject matter of claims 34 and 37; and new claim 57 recites 
subject matter of 34 and 38. Dependent claims 41-51, 55, 58, and 59 depend from the newly 
presented independent claims. Finally, we leave it to you to decide whether in claim 22, "in the 
type" should be replaced with "of the type". 

The Examiner rejected claims 19-25, 27-31, 34, and 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over British patent 351,845 to Kali et al. in view of U.S. patent 2,471,144 to Davy 
and German patent 1 567 937. These rejections are moot in view of the Examiner's statement 
concerning the allowed claims and applicant's presentation of only claims that the Examiner 
indicated are allowable.
